Four quack dectors were arrested yester- 
day on warrants charging them with operat- 
ing a confidence game and with fraudulently 
obtaining money from patients. The four 
are: 


Dr. Isaae Walton Hodgens, 33 South 
Dearborn street, who lives in Wilmette. 

Dr. Thomas A, Dupuis, an assistant 
of Dr. Hodgens, who lives at 1060 Wilson 
avenue. 


Dr. Bernard M. Ross, 38 South Dear- 
born street, who lives at 1831 Dearborn ave- 
nue, 

“Dr, De Leon,” alias John 
West Madison street. \ 

The quacks were arrested following an 
investigation started by Chief Gleason two 
weeks ago, Detectives Herman Eastman 
and Fred Krueger from First Deputy 
Schuettler’s office were detailed on the in- 
vestigation. They gathered their evidence 
and visited the fraudulent medical practi- 
tioners exposed by THw@ TRIBUND. 


Result of Wholesale Investigation. 

The arrest of the four was declared only the 
beginning of the result of a wholesale investi- 
gation.- The police are determined to make 
the advertising fakers stay within the law. 
Other quacks who continued to do business 
after THE TRIBUNE'S exposé will be arrested 
—some of them today. | ? 
The medical fakers arrested are considered” 
the most brazen of the quacks who have been 
operating in Chicago. ‘‘ Dr. De Leon” was 
the first taken into custody. He was found 
by Eastman and Krueger at his office at 740 
West Madison street. When detectives ap- 
peared the faker who posed as “De Leon ”’ 
to his patients gave another name. He de- 
clared there was no such man as ‘Dr. De 
Leon.”” He was booked as “‘ Dr. De Leon,” 
alias John Doe. 


“De Leon”’ Talks in His Cell. 

When interviewed in his cell by a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE “ De Leon ” appeared an- 
noyed. He cursed THe TRIBUNE. Finally 
the reporter interrupted his string of pro- 
fanity and asked a few questions. 

“Why don’t you curse the police, who pu 
you here?” . ) 

“ They wouldn’t have done it if Tue Trrs- 
UNE hadn’t butted in,’’ he said. ‘“ Why, I 
haven't done a dishonest thing in my life.” 

“Who owns that quack establishment?’ 
was asked. 

‘*I don’t. I just work there.” 

‘What is your real name?’’ was the next 
question, 

** None of your d——d business.”’ 


Headquarters for Gang. 

The De Leon medical clinic is the head- 
quarters for a gang of medical fakers, with 
O. H. Marquardt as proprietor. Marquardt 
is not a doctor. The name of ‘“ De Leon”’ 
was painted on the windows by him for the 
purpose of giving the impression that it was 
connected with a De Leon’ institute in the 
east. Marquardt could not be found yester- 
day. 

The charge upon which “ De Leon” was 
arrested was made by Detective Krueger. 
Krueger visited the quack clinic and posed 
as a patient. He was examined by the be- 
whiskered doctor. The quack told the de- 
tective he had gonorrhea and bladder trouble. 

“De Leon” offered to cure the “ patient ”’ 
for $10. He gave the detective treatment and 
accepted money from him. Krueger returned 
to the “clinic” and was given several bot- 
tles of queer looking medicine. 

Before taking treatment from the fakers 
Detectives Hastman and Krueger were ex- 
amined by two reputable physicians, who 
gave them a clean bill of health. 


Ross Pleads Persecution. 

Dr. Ross, the seconded yuack arrested, com- 
plained bitterly to the detectives. He de- 
cilared that he was persecuted. He made 
hasty preparations to get bail and begged 
Detective Eastman not to place him be- 
hind the bars. He was allowed to telephone 
for a bondsman and gave $2,000 bonds before 
Judge Stewart. 

Ross was one of the quacks recently ex- 
posed by THE TRIBUNE. He was arrested on 
complaint of Detective Krueger. He prac- 
ticed the same methods on Krueger that he 
uses on most of his patients. He diagnosed 
the case as gonorrhea and accepted money 
for treatment. He promised to cure Krueger 
for $25 down and $15 per month. Ross has 
been practicing quackery in Chicago for 
years. He occupies a suite of offices on the 
fifth floor of the Crilly building and until @ 
month ago did a thriving buainess. 


Others Taken in Crilly Building. 

Dr. Hodgens and Dr. Dupuis, his assistant, 
were arrested in their offices in the Crilly 
building. Eastmarg and Krueger served the 
warrants charging them with operating a 
confidence game, 

The complainant against Hodgens is Stan- 
ley Panoch, a victim. He took “ treatment ”’ 
from Hodgens and his quack assistants for 
geveral months. He was told he had a stric- 
ture. When he visited a reputable physician 
he was assured he had no stricture, 

Panoch said Hodgens promised to cure him 
for $25. Before he had taken treatment a 
month he was told he was suffering from sev- 
eral more diseases, and during the course 
of treatment parted with $44. When the vic-

SEX HYGIENE. 


ATTACKS 


A sizzling attack on the teaching of sex 
hygiene in the schools and on the spread 
of socialism as against religion marked the 
speech of Bird S. Coler, former controller 
of New York City, before the Industrial 
club at the Blackstone hotel last night. 

‘‘In Bryn Mawr college engenics has 
been taught for fifteen years and among 
the graduates of that school there has been 
but one birth in every three families,’ he 
said. ‘‘ Notwithstanding that they try to 
raise the superwoman by dancing on the 
grass in bare feet and other foolish fads, 
the race will die out inside of 150 years if 
the graduates of Bryn Mawr are to produce 
our future inhabitants. No race can exist 
with the doctrine of eugenics unless imbued 
with the religion that sets its face against 
abortion and child murder.” 


Takes Slap at Mrs. Young. 

He declared Mrs. Ella Flagg Young's pop- 
ularity exists “‘ not because she is an ex- 
traordinarily good teacher in secular educa- 
tion, but because of her socialistic sectari- 
anism.” 

Introduced by Marvin B. Pool, president of 
the club, Mr. Coler launched directly intoan 
attack on modern tendencies. 

“The church and the family,”’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘ are no longer, in the eyes of such teach- 
ers, competent to take care of their children. 
In New York City the growth of this so- 
cialistic sectarianism has been so great that 
a recent moot election in the commercial high 
schools of the city showed that one-fifth of 
the pupils voted against our present form of 
government, our flag, and our families. 

“Our present form of education is a de- 
struction of Protestantism. If the state es- 
tablishes a religion, why should we not be 
allowed to send our children to some school 
we prefer instead of having to send them to 
a teacher whose philosophy we do not like? 


Education Is Dioxidized. 

“When we contemplate our age, its 
thought, its life, its moral content and in- 
dustrial processes, we must be sensible that 
some change hes taken piece,” he said. “J 
think one trouble is with education. We 
have dioxidized it. We have lost one of the 
elements of sweetness and health. We have 
been robbed of something for the lack of 
which our spirttual life becomes poisonous, 
our intellectual life weak and flighty and our 
sociali organization breaks down. 

“Ty gay we have Jost the religious inspira- 
tion. Preachers have told the world that and 
without much effect. But I am telling it to 
you not as 4 preacher, but as a plain man 
of business.” 


Pleads for Honest Industry. 

Mr. Coler shifted his theme to industry. 

* Industry must be honest,” be said, ‘inside 
and outside. It must be honest with its labor 
as well as with its customers. It must give 
value for what it gets, not only to the buyer 
of its products, but to the producer of thegn. 
The capitalist must share with the laborér 
jn the pains of travail. His profits must be 
in proportion to their pay. A business that 
cannot pay its labor a living wage is not 
solvent; a business that can and will not 
pay its labor a living wage is not a business,

FIND JEWISH BOY 
SLAIN IN KIEFF 


Thirteen Cuts Similar 
to Beilis Case. 


LAD LURED BY PEASANT. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO enrevin.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—The murder 
of a Kieff boy in the so-called thirteen wound 
ritual way. has stirred Russia afresh. Inves- 
tigation has as yet not been extended enough 
to tell whether the circumstances are 80 sus- 
picious as to inflame the tide of religious 
prejudice anew. The fact that the victim 
was a Jewish boy might indicate the motive 
was revenge for the Mendel Beilis episode. 

At Fastov, in the government of Kieff, on 
Dec. 9, a 12 year old boy named Pashkov, 
the son of a tailor, was mysteriously slain. 
A number of children were playing outside 
a tea shop situated in the center of the town, 
when a peasant approached Pashkov and 
asked him to accompany him to his house, at 
the same time offering him 5 kopecks. The 
boy refused, but the peasant grasped him 
by the arm and dragged him away despite the 
shouts of the other children. 

Boy Disappears; Body Found. 

Pashkov’'s little sister followed, but pres- 
ently lost sight of the two, and then went 
home to tell her parents of what had hap- 
pened. The parents took up the search, 
but without success, and the following morn- 
ing they went to the police, from whom they 
learned that the body of the boy had been 
found in a timber yard at Fastov. 

They identified the corpse as that of their 
son and the police thereupon arrested the 
peasant. He admitted having taken the 
boy away, but denied having murdered him, 
although there were traces of blood upon 
his clothes. The body of the boy, it is 
stated, bore thirteen wounds in the region 
of the neck between the right and left ear, 

Reminder of Beilis Case. 

The Christian boy Yushinksy, for whose 
murder the Jew, Mendel Beilis, was tried @ 
few weeks ago at Kieff, was stated to have 
received thirteen wounds in the neck and 
evidence was taken at that trial in an. at- 
tempt to prove that part of the alleged Jewish 
ritual was the obtaining of Christian blood 
from thirteen wounds.

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Wilson Bill Ready for Congress 
Divides Loans Into Two |

Commission’s Report Suggests 
Segregation of Notes; Banks 
May Be Co-operative.

BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.}— 
With the currency reform bill about to be 
enacted into law, the president and congress 
will devote themselves to the early creation 
of a system of agricultural eredit. 

The firs} steps in this direction will be 
taken in a few days, when there will be sub- 
mitted to both houses the report of the na- 
tional commission which investigated the 
subject, together with a bill prepared by the 
commission which has received the approval 
of the president. 

THe TRIBUNB presents the details of the 
report and Dill. 


Credit of Two Classes. 

According to the commission's report, agri- 
cultural credit naturally divides itself into 
two great classes—namely: long time or land 
mortgage credits, which is defined as “ credit 
to meet the capital requirements of the farm- 
er,”’ and short time or personal credit, which 
is defined as “‘ credit to meet the current or 
annually recurring needs of the farmer.” 

In the European system of agricultural 
banks the distinction between these two 
classes of credits is sharply drawn. In con- 
sidering the question of whether the condi- 
tions in our country demand a segregation 
of institutions designed to meet these twe 
classes of credits, the commission attempted 
to define ip first place the needs of the 
pitt wing population in a financial 
sense. 


Farm Loans Are Described. 

The farmer’s capital requirements are de- 
scribed as his need for large sums of money 
to be used in aiding him to pay the purchase 
price of the farm, improvement of .the farm, 
such as construction of buildings, drainage, 
irrigation, and clearing, or the equipment of 
the farm so as to bring his operations te 
the highest state of efficiency. 

The money needed for these purposes mus} 
be in the shape of a more or less permanent 
investment, or in the shape of loans extend- 
ing over such a long period of time that they 
can be reduced gradually and paid off out 
of the increased earnings derived from the 
improvements. 

The farmer’s temporary requirements, by 
which is meant the money needed by him to 
finance his operations during the time the 
crops are being produced, may call for short 
time credit ranging from ninety days to one 
year. 
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Credits Must Be Segregated. 

Yn the opinion of the commission, the report 
says, these two general classes of credits 
must be largely segregated, although the two 
systems will naturally touch at many points. 
Further, in the judgment of the commission, 
the development of a land mortgage system 
of banks is the most important and the pri- 
mary step to be taken in order to improve 
our agricultural credit conditions, 

In this country itis urgently necessary, itis 
declared, to create a land mortgage security 
which will be entirely liquid, which will run 
for a long time, which can be paid off in small 
annual or semi-annual installments, and 
which will enable a man owning farms to use 
most advantageously his. best banking asset 
—land—as the basis of credit. 


Personal Credit Up to State. 

At first some of the members of the com-. 
migsion were strongly imbued with the idea 
that both mortgage credit and personal credit 
should be dealt with in any proposed legisia- 
tion. But after the recent widespread public 
discussion of the problems involved tn the 
pending federal reserve act, and after @ 
more careful and thorough investigation of 
the relation of the state and national gov- 
ernments to the two questions under consid- 
eration, the commission unanimously decided 
that personal credit could be and would be 
more suitably met by state rather than by 
federal action in those respects in which the 
pending federal reserve act failed to meet the 
requirements of the farmer. 

The provisions of the commercial banking 
system which will be established by the fed- 
eral reserve act will benefit the farmer as 
well as the other great industrial classes 
of the country. According to the commis- 
sion’s report, while it would seem that many 
of the requirements of the farmer could not 
be provided for in a pure system of commeag- 
cial banking, yet it was felt that with the 
purposed changes in the commercial bank- 
ing system the needs of the farmer would he 
met partly, while those not specifically coy- 
ered in that system could be dealt with beet 
through state legislation. 


Better System than Central Bank, 
Another great question which confronted 
the commission was the question a@ to 
| whether they should recommend a central 
bank, which alone should issue land bank 
bonds, based on mortgages, guaranteed by 
jocal institutions and forwarded through the 
central bana. 

” Recognizing the public sentiment which 
seems to exist against a central institution 
in any banking proposition,” the report says, 
“the commission became convinced that the 
syetem it outlines possesses advantages 
which a cemtral bank plan would not possess, 
ané will encourage free banking to an ex- 
tent that would not be possible under a bill 
providing for a central institution.” 

Under the provisions of the proposed bill 
any ten people can organize 4 separate end 
tndependent bank with a minimum capftal, 
with a fixed ratio between that capital eg¢ 
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issue, and with an area of operations as wide 
as the state in which they are organized. 
Competition is invited in the organization of 
euch institutions. 

The commission recommends federal char- 
ters for lanc banks, but limits the operations 
of those institutions to the states in which 
they are located. 

It recognizes the varying interest rates in 
different states and points out that any at- 
tempt.to force by federal legislation one rate 
of interest in all the states would be futile. 
The law of demand and supply will control 
these rates. 


System Protects Borrower. 


It is.claimed the system proposed protects 
the borrower, yet attracts capital. It will 
attract capital because of the adequate and 
ample return which that capitai can ob- 
tain. It will protect the borrower, because 
the amount of interest which the bank can 
charge the borrower is limited to 1 per cent 
more than the bank pays on its land bank 
bonds. The administrative charges of the 
bank are confined to a given maximum. 

In these and other ways the bank is pre- 
vented from taking advantage of the bor- 
rower and must content itself with a res- 
sonable profit on each individual transac- 
tion; while the value of transactions per- 
mitted is sufficiently large to provide a hand- 
some return on the money invested in the 
bank. The borrower, in case of falling in- 
terest rates, has the privilege of paying off 
his loan. 

The whole system is designed primarily in 
the interest of the farmer, and, secondarily, 
go as to offer a return on capital invested. 


Plans Co-operative Banks. 


Provision is made in the bill for the orgap’ 
igation of banks on a codperative basis wher- 
ever desired. The commission holds that 
government financial aid is unwise and un- 
necessary. The security of our farms, the 
value of which is over $%40,000,000,000 and 
yielding an annual product of the gross value 
approaching $10,000,000,000, is ample for the 
creation of a liquid security, which will be 
readily accepted by investors and which will 
enable a farmer to use his asset of land as 
easily as a merchant uses his stock of goods. 

The commission has provided that the land 
bank bonds, proposed to be issued by the 
banks organized under the act, shall be placed 
in the same class with the highest grade of 
railroad and. industrial bonds and made 
available as legal investments. 

'- The supervisory officer of the federal gov- 
ernment may, by general rules, permit the 
land bank bonds to be used as security for 
the deposit of postal savings funds, as a legal 
investment for funds accumulated in the sav- 
ings bank departments of national banking 
associations, and as a legal investment for 
trust funds under the charge of United States 
courts, or in other ways’ under the condi- 
tions that the laws governing registration, 
conveyancing, and foreclosure are simplified, 
that exemptions as regards farm mortgages 
are abolished and that the land bank bonds 
are made available as legal investments for 
sinking funds and insurance reserves and 
trust funds ‘in the states. 


Capital Exempt from Taxes. 


Finally, in order that the farmer shall get 
the benefit of lowest interest rates, the bill 
provides for the exemption from taxation, 
not only of the capital stock of the banks to 
be so organized but also of all the mortgages 
and deeds of trust held by the bank, and of 
all the land bank bonds issued by the bank 
against such mortgages and deeds of trust. 

It will be impossible to secure money for 
the farmer on‘the best terms, it is declared, 
unless and until the proposed exemption goes 
into effect. 

With reference to personal credit, the com- 
mission recommends besides state action that 
the federal reserve bank bill make provision 
to take care of paper such as farms are able. 
to furnish to banks in country districts, and 
tnat national banks be authorized to form 
under codperative’ principles. 
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AGREE ON PLANS 
FOR SEA SAFETY 


Experts of Special Committee 
of London Congress Re- 
port Findings. 


“BOATS FOR ALL,” SLOGAN, 


Fire Prevention Plays Big Part 
in Policy; Indorsement 
Thought Certain. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The committee on life 
saving appliances of the safety at sea con- 
gress has agreed to certain recommendations 
which will be submitted to the conference ‘in 
January. As the committee consists of more 
than thirty experts of practically all the 
nations participating in the conference, it is 
anticipated that its recommendations will be 
indorsed by the congress. 

The committee adopted the proposal of a 
subcommittee for boats for 75 per cent of the 
maximum number of passengers on a vessel 
with rafts and collapsible boats for 25 per 
cent, with a modification that 25 per cent of 
substitutes for life boats shall only be per- 
mitted when a ship is not fitted with the 
largest number of davits practicable. 


Will Urge Fire Prevention. 

In re¥erence to fire prevention and ex- 
tinction at sea the American delegates made 
important suggestions, emphasizing the fact 
that the prevention of such fires is more im- 
portant than their extinction. 

. The recent destruction by fire of the steam- 
ship Volturno focused attention on the carry- 
ing of explosives and combustibles. The com- 
mittee decided that no passenger ship with 
certain exceptions shall carry a cargo which 
by its nature or the mode of its stowage in 
the hold is calculated to endanger the vessel 
or the passengers. The committee further 
recommends a compulsory patro! system on 
ships with a view to detecting outbreaks of 
fire. 

Powerful steam and other pumps are sug- 
gested by the committee for the extinctior 
or fires on vessels of three or four thousand 
tons. Two of these pumps must be installed 
on smaller vessels and they must be so ar- 
ranged that they can be used simultaneously. 
Smoke helmets and safety lamps must be 
aboard all passenger ships and regular fire 
drills must be held. 


Lifeboat Policy Outlined. 
The question of the manning of the lifeboats 
raised a wide difference of opinion. 
The final recommendations correspond 
pretty nearly with the existing practice on 
big liners. An “efficient boat hand’’ is de- 
fined as any member of the crew who has 
undergone the specified training and proved 
himself qualified to handle lifeboats. 
The committee's scale for boat hands is that 
a vessel carrying fewer than sixty-one per- 
sons shall have three hands; one carrying 
fewer than eighty-six, four hands; less than 
111, five hands; less than 161, six hands; less 
than 211, seven hands; and an additional hand 
for every fifty extra persons. 

In regard to the question of manning the 
boats generally the committee was unable 
to agree. It thought this was outside the 
competence of the conference. The object 
of the committee in leaving this point open is 
to invite attention to the subject in every 
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iginal in idea.

Repeatedly Urged Them to Support 
President MeCormick. 


Roger C. Sullivan yesterday disavowed any 
responsibility for the so-called ‘ Sullivan ”’ 
Democrats on the county board who have 
been in the anti-McCormick lineup. 

In a statement issued by Mr. Sullivan after 
he haa returned from Washington he goes 
upon record as severing any political ties 
which may be supposed to be existing be- 
tween himself and the Burg-Ragen outfit 
which has combined with Bartzen and No- 
wak in the country board row. 


“It’s as False as Judas.”’ 

The Suilivan statement follows: 

“It's us falee as Judas to attempt to make 
it appear there isa Bartzen-Sulliivan combi- 
nation on the county board. Roger Sullivan 
is the one man that has tried to influence 
Democratic members of the county board to 
do the right thing for the sake of their party, 
if not for themselves. He appears to have 
wasted his breath, and they teem to think 
they are abie to work oui their own salva- 
tion. 


“I am willing that tigey should. They 
have fgnored any advice given and probably 
it is just as well. There wil) be no obligation 
toward them on my part. On occas‘ons, as 
President McCormick knows, I have urged 
them to codperate with ihe president of the 
county board for the benefit of public busi- 
ness. 


Disclaims Responsibility for Them. 
“These men were originally nominated 
from yarious sections of the city in a direct 
primary contest. Many of them I did not 
know until they were brought out as candi- 
dates. They represented different nation- 
alities and different political divisions, and 
had their own following. They were nomi- 
nated and elected, and now it is not fair, I 
think, to attempt to saddle on the back of 
Roger Sullivan their sins. 

“‘ As to Peter Bartzen, he has never missed 
an opportunity to malign me. I am proud of 
his enmity.

LEGAL BILL IS $10,000. 


Salary Intended for Poor Must 
Be Used to Pay for Hoyne 
Litigation. 


County employés will not be deprived of 
the 80 per cent Christmas advance on their 
salaries because of the county board insur- 
rection. President A. A. McCormick yes- 
terday officially authorized Deputy Con- 
troller Frank S. Ryan to issue the pay checks 
by. tomorrow. 

‘Tl am glad to announce,’ said Mr. McCor- 
mick, ‘‘ that in spite of the desperate efforts 
of the majority of the members of the county 
board, composed of Bartzen, Burg, Harris, 
Fitzgerald, Kuflewski, Nowak, and Ragen, 
to tie up the pay rolls, it is possible to pay 
without involving questions at issue in the 
board. 

‘County Attorney Chindblom has given 
me an opinion that will permit the payment 
of the employés despite the attempt of the 
majority. We all feel gratified.” 


Check Goes to Lawyers. 

Mr. McCormick's personal salary check, 
however, will not go for Christmas presents. 
It will be sent to Attorney Merritt Starr of 
the law firm of Miller, Starr, PacKard & 
Peckham as part payment of the $10,000 fee 
charged to defend the ouster suit instituted 
by the Bartzenites and carried on by State's 
Attorney Hoyne. There also is a stenogra- 
pher’s bill of $1,650 to be paid. 

Following the Supreme court decision up- 
holding his title, Mr. McCormick revealed 
that the larger part of ihe $14,000 salary for 
his two year term has been claimed by his 
legal adviser. When elected he announced 
his intention of devoting his salary to the 
poor of the county. 


Assumes All Legal Costs. 

Mr. McCormick announced that he would 
personally defray the expense of the litiga- 
tion, forced on him by Hoyne. He also as- 
serted he would not permit Mr. Hoyne to 
shoulder on the county any expense incurred 
in the effort to oust him. 

‘There is a bill from Hoyne for $250 for 
printing his brief in my case,’’ he said. “It 
will not be paid by the county with my con- 
sent. Hoyne did not ask the superintendent 
of public service for a requisition. 

“The salary I had intended to give to the 
poor I have been obliged practically to spend 
to defend my title and to satisfy the malevo- 
lence of Hearst-Lawrence, Bartzen, and 
Hoyne, to say nothing of Johnson and the 
smaller fry. Johnson admitted the suit was 
instigated by Andrew M. Lawrence and 
pushed through by Maclay Hoyne.”’

Both factions in the county board awaited 
word from the three lawyers—Silas H. 
Strawn, 8S. S. Gregory, and John T. Richards 
—who have agreed to arbitrate the dispute 
over the appointment of standing commit- 
tees.

‘BOYCOTT BASIS OF SUIT. 


Gotham Judge in Ruling Says 
Unions, ‘‘Like All Combines, 
Must Obey Law.”

New York, Dec. 18—The United States 
Court of Appeals today decided the famous 
Danbury hatters’ case in favor of D. E. 
Loewe & Co., the plaintiffs, and against the 
United Hatters of North America. The court 
affirmed a judgment in favor of the company 
‘and against the hatters’ organization for 
$252,130. 

With interest and costs the judgment now 
amounts to $272,000... At the first trial, held 
in 1969, the plaintiffs obtained a judgment for 
$232,240.

| Sustaining the second judgment, Judge 

Coxe declared it was no ldnger debatable 
“that the anti-trust act is applicable to 
such combinations as are alleged in the com- 
plaint,”” and that the act made no distinc- 
tion between classes of combinations or indi- 
viduals. 

It was shown at the trial that in March, 
1%u, the United Hatters had resolved to 
unionize the factory of the plaintiffs and that 
Mr. Locwe had been informed by the union 
officials that the hatters “‘ would resort to the 
usual methods,’’ in ease theix plan should 
meet with opposition. 


“ Big Losses from Boycott. 

In July, 1902, the plaintiffs’ employés 
were directed to go on strike, and it is 
claimed that almost immediately a boyoott 
was established. The plaintiffs assert that 
this measure *‘ converted a profit of $27,000 
in 1901 into losses ranging from $17,000 in 
1902 to $3,000 in 1904.” 

Judge Coxe said in conclusion of his find- 
ing: 

“No one disputes the proposition that la- 

bor unions are lawful. All must admit that 
they are not only lawful but highly bene- 
ficial when legally and fairly conducted, but, 
like all other combinations, irrespective of 
their objects and purposes, they must obey 
the law." 
_ The Danbury hatters’ case has been before 
the courts for more than ten years. Once 
it was before the United States Supreme 
court. Of the 240 original defendants more 
than thirty have since died.

NAVAL STRENGTH IW 1918. 

The naval intelligence office of the navy 
department has just published its report for 
1918 on the naval strength of the powers. _ 

Counting battleships of the dreadnought 
type, that is, ships having a main battery 
consisting entirely of big guns (eleven inches 
or upward), the situation is as follows: 
Great Britain has already built eighteen, 
building fourteen; Germany, built thirteen, 
building six; United States, built seven, 
building five; France, built two, building. 
‘nine; Japan, built two, building four; Italy, 
built two, building seven. 

In the predreadnought battleship class, 
that is, battleships of 10,000 tons or more, 
with main batteries of more than one cali- 
ber, Great Britain has forty; United States, 
twenty-four; Germany, twenty; France, 
eighteen; Japan, thirteen; Italy and Russia, 
eight each. None is building ne of 
predreadnought type. 

In the type of battle cruiser, that is, a 
ship carrying guns of largest caliber in its 
main battery, but fewer than battleships, 

‘and with lighter armor and higher speed,

OCOALL IN STEAMFITTER. 

C. 8. writes: “ What sort of a humidifier 
would you suggest for use on a radiator 
heated by ‘atmospheric pressure’? It is 
really steam heat carried from a central 
heating plant, but there is no possible way 
of allowing the steam to escape into the 
room. Since installing this system I find 
that when our hot water plant kept us com- 
fortable at 70 degrees this heat must be 75 
degrees or I am chilly. Is it possible for 
the difference to be caused by the different 
syetems? ”’ 

REPLY. P 

Your steamfitter can fit a steam discharger into 
your radiator. A room in which the air is humidi- 
fied is more comfortable at 70 than one itn which 
the temperature is 75, but the humidity is wrong. 
However, of this point hot water heating offends 
just as mueh as does steam heating. [If the 
placing of coils is such as to heat the room un- 
evenly, the occupants will complain‘of the cold 
at 75. If the heating is even they will not com- 
plain at 70. 

My guess is that the coils are not as well placed 
as in the old installation. Maybe the house is 
older, more cold air leaks In, and in consequence 
your head is in air at 75 and your feet in air at 60.

La MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 
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F the pevdiis of BenWerin labored so hard 
on Monday morning last to preserve the 
palace of the grand duke from total de- 
struction by fire during the great gale 
that was acting in the r6éle of a blowpipe 

to the flames, it was because in their eyes 


the existence not only of the building and 


the treasures contained therein were threat- 
ened with annihilation but even that ofthe 
dynasty. 

_ The fortunes of the grand ducal house of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin are by popular super- 
stition bound up with those of the palace. 
Certain portions of the latter date from the 
seventh century, and well nigh every century 
since that time is represented in its archi- 
tecture. 

Standing on an island between two lakes 
it has been repeatedly attacked by fire, but 
on each occasion only a portion has been de- 
stroyed and the remainder, instead of being 
pulled down, was retained to form part of the 
reconstruction. Indeed, there is a very an- 
cient Mecklenburg legend, universally be- 
lieved throughout the grand duchy, to the 
effect that if ever the palace is entirely de 
stroyed the dynasty will come to an end. 
Luckily, only about a third of the palace was 
burhed down last Monday, and it will speed- 
ily be rebuilt: by the basse duke, who is rich, 


The fortunes of: the reigning: family of 
Mecklenburg-Sthwerin and of the palace are 
specially corifided to the dare of a familiar 
spirit or banshee, who appears spectrally on 
the eve of the death of any member of the 
dynasty by way of warning the individual in 
question that his or her last hour is at hand. 

The banshee goes among the people of 
Mecklenburg by the name of “ Peterman,’ 
and a much battered statue representing him 
as @ dwarf with an abnormally long body 
and ridiculously abbreviated legs, garbed in 
the dress of the end of the fifteen century, has 
for hundreds of yeats occupied a niche in the 
wall of one of the courtyards of the palace. 

Had heby any chance been consumed in the 
fire. the Mecklenburgers would have been 
convinced ¢hat their ruler and the members 
of his house were doomed, since “ Peterman ”’ 
is the luck or mascot of the dynasty. The 
fire, however, did not touch him, and he bids 
fair to continue for many years to come to 
adorn his niche and to watch over the deati- 
nies of the young monarch and of his Danish 
consort.

Americans, although they rarely visit 
Schwerin, nevertheless are strangely familiar 
with the palace of the grand duke there, par- 
tially destroyed by last week’s fire. The 
reason for this is that quite,a number ef 
bogus German noblemen in this country have 
shown photographs of this particular palace, 
declaring that it was the ch&teau of their 
family in the old country. As such, pictures 
thereof have been widely printed in Ameri- 
can and Canadian newspapers, a bogus 
Count Blucher oy seat himself in this 
respect. —

Club Delegation Sees Lively 
Session, with Verbal 
Clashes of Trustees 


CLARK STARTS TROUBLE. 


Accuses Purchasing Agent for 
District of Being Incompe- 
- tent for Job. 


Representatives of the Woman's City club 
gaw a replica of Bartzenism in the county 
board staged by the Democratic trustees of 
the sanitary district yesterday. The women 
attended the meeting to get an idea of how 
business was transacted. 3 

They learned between the loud explanations 
of Trustee Sullivan and President Smyth that 
suppressed pay rolls were being railroaded 
through and they saw a resolution passed 
giving the purchasing agent—who, Trustee 
Clark charged, is a nephew of President 
Smyth—authority to make any purchases he 
may desire with practically no limit on the 
amount. 


Hazard Brings On Storm, 

Trustee Hazard, a Republican, who votes 
with the Democrats, introduced an amend- 
ment to the purchasing agent resolution, 
delegating the enlarged powers to the pur- 
chasing agent, John J. Gaynor. Mr. Clark 
started the fireworks when he introduced the 
following amendment: 

“The purchasing agent shall be a person 
of technical training, conversant with the 
kinds and grades of material and implements 
used in electrical construction and in engi- 
neering, and competent to judge of such ma- 
terials as to quality and price. His salary 
shall not exceed $2,500 per annum.” 

“The present purchasing agent has not the 
qualifications to fill such a position for this 
board,"" said Mr. Clark. ‘His experience 
consists of being a minute clerk at the Des- 
plaines street station at $125 a month. Then 
President Smyth promoted him to be his per- 
sonal clerk at $250 a month. Now an ordi- 
nance is up here to double his salary again, 
making it $500 a month. Perhaps the fact 
he is a nephew of the president has some- 
thing to do with that.’ 

“I deny that he is my nephew,” Smyth re- 
torted. 

Trustee Clark’s amendment was tabled. 


Paullin Asks for Fenger Report. 

Trustee Paullin introduced a resolution ask- 
img for an expert investigation by Engineer 
Fenger on charges made by the city elec- 
trician that the drainage district will have to 
cut off its commercial load if the city con- 
tract is made. Fenger had made a report, 
but President Smyth admitted he had not 
had it printed in the proceedings, as is cus- 
tomary. The resolution was referred to » 
committee. 

Mr. Clark and Mr. Paullin discovered in- 
teresting bits of fiction in the reading of the 
vouchers which called for the payment of 
$116,565. For instance, there was voucher 
No. 287, made out to Attorney E. J. Darragh. 
It seems Darragh was one of the twelve at- 
torneys employed by the board and was cent 
to Springfield. 

Mr. Paullin found that in four days Dar- 
ragh's hotel bill grew f6'$27; or $1.75 for 
each meal. At the end of the expense account 
Was thisitem: “ Incidentals, $8.75." 


“Can’t Be Put on Paper.” 
“What is that for?” Mr. Paullin asked. 
“ There are a lot of things that can't be put 

down on paper,’’ Trustee Sullivan replied. 

In his November bill Darragh had $38.75 
“ incidentals " and a new item called “ mis- 
cellaneous,” ‘which cost $9.20. 

“Probably for wines; liquors, and cigars,” 
Mr. Clark suggested. 

It developed that State Senator Juul had a 
bill before the board for $1,150 for legal serv- 
ices, It was itemized as forty-five days’ work 
at $25 a day investigating tax matters. An-+ 
other attorney, Morton S: Cressy, asked for 
$250 for services. Martin Delaney, an in- 
- ‘vestigator, who is supposed to be on the pay 
roll but is not, wanted $120.

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LINK RULING OVERLOOKS POINT 


High Court Fails to Indicate the 
Proper Procedure. 


DISAPPOINTS CITY LAWYERS 


Corporation Counsel Expeeted Deci- 
sion on Big Point. 


Sorely disappointed because the Supreme 
court had failed to rule on’the “ big '’ ques- 
tion involved in the Michigan avenue boule- 
vard link case in the decision handed dewn 
on Wednesday, the legal department of Chi- 
cago started all over again yesterday the 
foundation for the $7,000,000 project. 

What was wanted from the Supreme court 
by the representatives of the city and by 
the leaders in the Chicago plan was an indi- 
cation as to the policy that may be pursued 
in putting through the construction of the 
proposed link. 

They wanted to know whether it could be 
constructed under the local improvement act, 
as provided in the city ordinance which was 
declared invalid, or whether the proceedings 
must be undertaken under the general law, 
spreading the cost of the improvement over 
the entire city rather than confining it to the 
area embraced within the local improve- 


ment district. 


Court Silent on Big Point. 

Upon this the Supreme court was silent, as 
was disclosed: by careful perusal of the opin- 
ion which reached the hands of the interested 
attorneys yesterday. ‘ 
The court ruled upon the minor point that 
all property within the proposed loca} im- 
provement district is entitled to proper and 
lawful description in the ordinance purposing 
to create the proposed improvement. That 
the ordinance was objectionable in some of 
the descriptions in the vast territory em- 
braced within the “link district’ the city 
was wiiling to concede, hopeful that the Su- 
preme court would point a way whereby the 
sweeping project could be initiated and the 
minor faults of description cured without 
trouble in @ new ordinance.

COWARDICE CHARGE FALSE. 


Cousin of Russian Ruler Forces With- 
drawal of Accusation Made by Maga- 
zine in English Courts.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Grand Duke’Boris 
of Russia, a cousin of the emperor of Russia, 
took the witness stand today in the lord chief 
justice’s court in order to rebut allegations 
of misconduct and cowardice brought against 
In connection 
with this article he brought suit for libel 
against the Frank A. Munsey company, but 
the suit was settled out of court on Dec. 9. 

The grand duke, however, wished to clear 
his character publicly: He denied that he 
had been guilty of misconduct, and testified 
that he had been constantly under fire for a 
fortnight during the operations in the vicin- 
ity of Liao-Yang in Manchuria, when the 
Japanese and Russian armies fought a des- 
perate battle, in August, 1904. He had ulti- 
mately been decorated with the Order of 8t. 
Anne for his courage. 

Henry E. Duke, counsel! for the defendants, 
then apologized to the grand duke on behalf 
of his clients, saying the article had been 
published without the knowledge of Mr. 
Munsey. The case was closed, the defend- 
ants agreeing to pay all the costs.

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"New Tdeas - the Tiaining of Childrens 


Dr. Maria Montessori 
Tells of Her Methods. 


R. MARIA MONTESSORI, author of the 
Montessori method of child instruction, 
yesterday gave Chicago teachers as- 
sembled in her room in the Blackstone 
hotel some startling views upon the 

mental tendencies of children. Dr. Montes- 
sori was brought from Italy by 8. S. McClure, 
the publisher, to spread her new theories of 
education in the United States. 

During several minutes of fnterview Dr. 
Montessori, speaking through her interpreter, 
Miss Anna George, exploded many theories 
advanced by psychologists. condemned the un- 


children are neither stupi@ nor capricious 
by natural tendencies, but are made so by 
poor instruction and lack of freedom. 

She said so far she had advanced no the- 
ories, but spoke from the results of experi- 
ence. Her methods, she said, had been used 
so far only upon children from 3 to 5 years 
old, but that she expected soon to begin ex- 
perimenting with teaching of children from 6 
to 8-and 10 ars old, and perhaps later to 
take up the experiments of teaching young 
men and young women.

“Education consists in so presenting ideas 
that they shall awaken and set into action 
the forces of self-building, instead of éencour- 
aging ideas of your own which you set out 
to present,” she said in giving her definition 
of education, “Education of the five senses 
is not primarily the object to be sought, but 
the education of the senses with an end to 
develop the entire moral, physical, and spir- 
itual elements in the child. 

“A child—and I speak from experiments 
with children betweep the ages 3 and 5 only— 
is taught to discriminate forms and colors: 
he learns to distinguish the smallest things in 
hig environment, When he compares se is 
continually forming judgments and deciding. 
He begins to associate ideas when he ob- 
serves the differences in the color and form 
of various things in his environment. 

“The principal of my method is to let a 
child experiment with a thing himself and re- 
peat exercises such as putting cylinders in 
cylinders. and repeat processes of building 
and construction until he has learned the cor- 
rect and easy way to do his exercises. By the 
frequent repetition of an exercise the child 
acquires constancy and ability to give atten- 
tion, which ig the basis of character building. 


oe 
“When children acquire processes of con- 
struction and discrimination without the aid 
of a teacher, they invariably know more 
than the child who has not been given the 
opportunity of self-education. A child who 
has acquire® the habit of concentration and 
constancy of. attention learns things during 
the school vacations, while the child who has 
not acquired these things does not and re- 
mains Bacevelopes until given subjects by 
teachers. 

“Children never are bad through natural ten4d- 
ency. They may be capricious, but it is invaria- 
bly the result of lack of freedom—because they 
have not been given the proper opportunity of 
asserting their individuality. I have been criti- 
cised on this score because persons believe too 
much development of the individual is harmful 
to the society in which the individual lives. In 
answer I would say children who have been de- 
veloped individually are more ready to under- 
stand their debt to the society in which they 
live than those who are not, and more readily 
lend their individuality to the good of the whole. 

“Children whose natural forces, moral, phys- 
ical, and mental, are strong and highly devel- 
oped are more ready to do the difficult thing and 
the noble act. It is difficult to make the teach- 
ers understand that if given the right opportu- 
nity the child will develop himself, and all she 
has to do is to keep her hands off him and ob- 
serve his development, 
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“I believe experiments in child psychology 
will show that the tendency of modern psychol- 
ogy is Wrong and psychologists will have to ad- 
just their theories to conform with actual ex- 
periments. The new school of which I am head 
in Rome I prefer to call a lahoratory for experi- 


conditional teaching of sex hygiene, and said. 


are wrong when they say children at the age of 
3 or 4 years have to be forced to give attention. 
It has been my experience that they show a 
desire to give attention to certain things. Chil- 
dren were asked by me to listen to kindergarten 
stories and when they got tired they could run 
away without first asking permission. I learned 
in that way that the mental development of the 
child of 3 is not such that he could give atten- 
tion to lovg stories, but children 5 and 6 years 
listened through the stories without compulsion. 
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“T am afraid the teaching of sex hygiene 
should be more restricted than it is at present 
in your schools. The teaching of sex hygiene of 
itself might arouse curiosity about things a 
child should not know. If accompanied with 
spiritual teaching and taught a child correctly 
developed, whose individuality has been asserted 
in his moral, physical, and mental acts, sex 
hygiene might prove of advantage. Otherwise, I 
believe it would be worse than worthless and 
even harmful. The curjosity of the child should 
be aroused, but upon only those subjects which 
he should be allowed of himself to have full 
knowledge. In many children curiosity of the 
sexual functions would be disastrous. Informa- 
tion about the body will never prevent evils 
unless accompanied by a corresponding mental 
development of the child upon cotrdinating sub- 
jects. 

“Psychic hygiene should be taught wherever 
sex hygiene is taught. Nervous children have 
been sent to my school and they have become 
calm when they were aHowed to act according to 
the needs of the body and the laws of life. 
Children afflicted with insomnia have acquired 
sleep and those with loss of appetite have eaten 
heartily. It was not as a result of rest but of 
the acquisition of things which satisfy the 
needs of life that the children became calm.”

Preserving Pineapples. 


“ Please give me through your Corner recipe 
for preserving pineapples. Mrs. H, E. R.” 

Pare and dig out the “eyes” with a sharp 
pointed knife. Weigh and allow a pound of 
sugar to a pound of fruit. Cut the pineapple 
into’ slices of uniform thickness and pack 
into the preserving kettle with alternate lay- 
ers of the fruit. Add a cup of cold water to 
prevent burning, and cover closely. Set at 
the side of the range where it will not reach 
the .boil under an hour. Cook slowly after 
the boil begins for half an hour. Remove 
the sliced pineapple and spread upon platters 
to cool.

Pack the fruit 
in jars set in boiling water (covered) for 
half an hour, keeping the sirup at scalding 
heat... Lastly, fill the jars with the scalding 
sirup and seal at once.

“The ‘fine sieve,’ be it noted, plays a con- 
spicuous and important part in the making of 
candy from vegetables . " she says. “ Fla- 
vor and color this paste to suit, place it on a 
surface well dusted with confectioner’s sugar 
and roll] it to the desired thinness. 

“Cut it in shapes to suit. Cookie cutters or 
any other tin cutters may be used. More often, 
however, the amateur confectioner will prefer 
her own design.”

CANVASS of the situation in Chi- 
cago shows similar discrepancies in 
the returns from tall buildings.

On Washington street just east of Clark 
two buildings stand side by side. They 
are under the same ownership and man- 
agement. One is a skyscraper, the other 
only three stories in height. After put- 
ting aside $12,000 a year for depreciatioa 
on the tall building it returns a net income 
of 414 per cent; deducting $3,000 annually 
for depreciation on the three story struc- 
ture, it pays 5 per cent, the grouad values 
in each case being the same.

HE taller the building the more high 
priced ground floor must be taken up 
with elevator shafts and the less rental 
space there must be on each floor; build- 
ing costs increase enormously with the 
height; in the case of a low building $20 
a cubic foot may cover the cost of con- 
struction; it cost $70 a cubic foot to build 
the Metropolitan tower in New York. The 
higher the building the Jess desirable to 
tenants are the lower and intermediate 
floors, and the top floors do not rent Yor 
enough more to make up ‘for this loss.

Finally, skyscrapers, housing as many as 


5,000 tenants and their employés, enor- 
mously increase and concentrate conges- 
tion. At present the average height of 
downtown Chicago buildings is less than 
seven stories. The present congestion has 
wwamped the transportation service and 
made the streets and sidewalks too crowd- 
ed for any degree of comfort. The erec- 
tion of any considerable number of new 
skyscrapers would make conditions unen- 
durable.

Total Christmas Money Orders 
Expected to Reach Million 
amk Half Dollars. 


TWO-THIRDS FOREIGN. 


Chicago is a cheerful and generous giver 
when it comes to cash Christmas gifts. Not 
only is its Christmas cheer extended to the 
inhabitants of the United States,: but it is 
poured forth bounteously to Europe and all 
the world. 

This is indicated by the $936,000 in postal 
money orders sent out of Chicago so far 
this month. Two-thirds of this was sent to 


the old country. Postal officials yesterday 


estimated that by next Wednesday the total 
Christmas money order business will have 
reached $1,500,000. 

This includes remittances to cover busi- 
ness transactions, But by far the greater 
portion, according to the postal officials, is 
Christmas money. 

Postmaster Campbell displayed figures 
showing that the bulk of the money sent 
to foreign countries came from outlying sta- 
tiona near large foreign born populations. 
The heaviest ‘ foreign’’ remittances came 
from Pilsen, Carpenter street, Logan Square, 
Wicker Park, and stock yards stations. 


Single Amounts Small.

GARRISON DELAYS 
LAKE FRONT PLAN; 


Secretary of War Refuses to 
Issue a Permit Until Site 
Is Guaranteed, 


DEMANDS COUNCIL ACTION 


Requires Further Assurance That 
People of Chicago Approve 
Park Extension Project. 


AID OF CONGRESS TO BE ASKED 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of War Garrison refused today to 
issue the permit to carry out the Burnham 
plan for improving Chicago’s lake front. He 
indicatef@nowever, he would grant it when- 
ever absolute guarantee could be given that 
the park extension would not interfere with 
any future project to construct a commer- 
cial harbor on the south shore. 

The attitude of the secretary may cause a 
delay of more than a year in resubmitting the 
application in a form he deems acceptable. 
Chicago representatives in congress, how- 
ever, are planning to ask a congressional 
grant of authority to fill in the submerged 
strip along the shore. They will seek to at- 
tach such a@ provision to the river and harbor 
bill now being framed by the house commit- 
tee. If this move should be successful Chij- 
cago could proceed with the work next spring 
or summer. 


Conditions Imposed by Garrison. 

In a lengthy statement of his reasons for 
denying the pending application by the south 
park commissioners Secretary Garrison says 
he will not consider the proposition until the 
following conditions are fulfilled: 

Approval of the Burnham plan by the 
people of Chicago shall be evidenced by 
appropriate action on the part of the city 
council. 

The south park commissioners shall 
demonstrate that they have legal author- 
ity to convey a part of the park strip for 
harbor purposes in the event of such 
requirement. 

Satisfactory guarantee shall be given 
that any new rights acquired by the 
Illinois Central railroad will not interfere 
with a possible harbor project. 

The secretary says he will permit the park 
commissoin to extend Jackson and Calumet 
parks into the lake so long as it is under- 
stood that this does not commit the govern- 
ment to subsequent authorization of the 
entire project between Randolph street and 
Jackson park. 


Application Held Insufficient. 

Mr. Garrison regards the application of the 
park board as insufficient evidence that the 
Burnham plan is “‘ desired by the municipal 
authorities,” as the enabling act prescribes, 
and therefore makes an application by the 
city council a prerequisite. But even if that 
be forthcoming he says it would ne necessary 
to clear up the doubts of legal reservation 
of harbor rights. 

He cites the Illinois act of 1887 to show that 
the park commissioners lack authority to 
convey any property for other than park 
uses. The inference is that it would be neces- 
sary for the legislature to authorize the com- 
missioners to convey part of the strip for 
harbor purposes. The legislature may not 
meet until 19106. 

“Under these circumatances,’"’ he says, 
“their agreement with the city of Chicago 
or with the United States to permit parts 
of the filled in area to be resumed for har- 
bor purposes would be futile, and equally 
futile would be a deed drawn in the strongest 
language, since they are municipal bodies 
vested with title for limited purposes; and 
it is a point of law that they can have no 
right to dispose of them for other uses, but 
must hold as trustees for the purposes for 
which acquired.”’ 


Fears Curb on Government. 

As to the guarantee desired in connection 
with the Illinois Central, the secretary says: 

‘Its present right, whatever that may be, 
is sought to be given legal validity, and an 
additional right in fee simple is given, in 
terms, over a strip of filled inland. In any 
future harbor development at any point op 
the water front parallel to the railroad right 
of way, it might be a matter of great em- 
barrassment to the government if, with the 
knowledge above stated concerning the na- 
ture, character, and extent of the title ap- 
parently conveyed to the railroad company, 
it had granted the permit. 

“It might estop the government from act- 
ing in a way which the interests committed 
to its care would otherwise require it to act.” 


MAYOR TO CONSULT COUNCIL. 

Mayor Harrison, when he learned of Secre- 
tary Garrison's attitude ldst night, said that 
he would submit the matter to the city coun- 
cil at the meeting next Monday night. The 
mayor said that he did not know in what 
form the matter would be submitted.

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SUFFRAGISTS TRY 
TO DYNAMITE JATL 


Bombs Set Off Near Holloway, 
in London, Where Mili- 
tants Are Held 
Prisoners. 


YARD WALL DESTROYED. 


Main Building Is Not Harmed; 
Ameriean Women Study 
Senate Procedure as 
Guests. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—An attempt, attributed 
to suffragists, was made tonight to blow up 
part of the southeast wall of Holloway jail 
by the explosion of two bombs. These are 
believed to have been secreted in the garden 
of a house adjoining the jail. The part of | 
the wall attacked was near the cells in which | 
suffragists usually are confined. | 

Miss Rachel Peace, sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment for arson, is the only 
suffragist at present in the jail. It is alleged 
she has been subjected to forcible feeding, 
and at recent militant meetings angry ref- 


erences were made to her treatment, coupled 
with threats of revenge. 


Explosion Destroys Yard Wall. 

The explosion did no damage to the jail, 
but the surrounding high wall, where it 
abuts on the garden, was so badily damaged 
that it will need rebuilding. 

No arrests have been made, and apparently 
there are no clews to the culprits, but it is 
said that the house has been occupied re- 
cently by Mrs. Patri, am ardent militant, and 
has been utilized at a rendezvous for suffra- 
gists to signal to the inmates of the prison. 

The force. of the explosions shattered some 
of the windows in the neighborhood. 


Urges Frenchmen to Help Cause. 

PARIS, Dec. 18.—A beautiful woman laden 
with violets, styling herself “‘ Lady Lilian 
Glendworth, pacific suffragist,”’ entered the 
lobby of the chamber of deputies this after- 
noon and gave flowers to those deputies will- 
ing to add their names to her “‘ 1,000,000 sig- 
nature petition for woman suffrage.’’

Provide Two Free Uniforms. 


Other clauses in the Federal contract provide 
that two uniforms shall be furnished free, that a 
player who has served any part of ten successive 
years in the Federal league shall be entitled to 
be considered a free agent. It is also provided that 
@ player injured in service and wholly or partially 
incapacitated for a period of thirty days may be 
released at the end of that time.

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|| TELLS PROPOSED 
RATE ADVANCES 


Chairman Morris of Central 
Freight Association Explains 
New Tariff Changes. 


FIVE PER CENT AVERAGE. 


Chicago Manufacturers and Job- 
bers Interested in Projected 
Raise in Charges. 


Chairman Morris of the Central Freight 
association yesterday issued an extended 
statement on the subject of “‘ The Case for 
Increased Railroad Rates.”” A proposed 5 
per cent increase has been filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

In the bulletin it Is announced: 

“The class rates between points within 
Central Freight association territory, both 
intrastate and interstate, with few excep- 
tions, are increased as follows: Rates 5% 
cents per 100 pounds and less were increased 
one-quarter of 1 per cent; rates in excess of 
5% cents were increased 5 per cent; minimum 
increase, 4% cent per 100 pounds.” 

The, rate increase, in so far as it applies 
where joint through rates are in effect from 
and to south, southwest, and northwest, of 
importance to Chicago manufacturers, is set 
forth, as follows: 

Northwest. The rates between points located 
in territory east of the Indiana-Illinole state line 
and points in Wisconsin, eastern Minnesota, and 
upper peninsula of Michigan, taking Winona, 8t. 
Paul, Duluth, Minn., Marquette, Hancock, Hough- 
ton, Michigamme, and Sawit Ste. Marie, Mich., 
rates were increased to the extent of the Increase 


made in the rates applying between Pittsburgh 
and Chicago. 

The rates applying between Buffalo and Pitts- 
burgh rate points arid Lexington and Winchester, 
Ky., groups were advanced subject to the usual 
percentage of the increaged basing retes an- 
nounced to apply between Lexington and New 
York Clty. 

Sonthwest. The joint through rates applying 
from territory above described located east of the 
Indiana-Illinole state line to Arkaneas and other 
southwestern territory are to be increased to the 
extent of the increase made east of St. Louis on 
the 5 per cent edvance.
